It will be remembered that Congress, be- 


ly with a view to the promotion of science 
and general knowledge, From the present — 
time till late in April, 1871, preparations 
will be made, and early in May the new 
expedition will move.

A FRENCH COMPARISON OF THE CHASSEPOT

M. Ollivier, Prime Minister, had an

M. Ollivier said he gave the honor of his 
name and that of his colleagues that no 
offer was made to Prussia except that made 
by the Earl of Clarendon. On the Roman 
question, M. Olivier said it has scemed 
equitable and useful to the French Goy- 
ernment to evacuate Rome : equitable be- 
cause lialy kept her promises ; and use‘ul, 
because keeping our promises unites us 
more closely with Italy and Austria.

Red River Affairs. 


The Globe of this morning says : 
‘A letter received in this city from Fort 
Aborcrombie, states that Wm. Smith, a 
flat-boatman, has arrived there from Fort 
Garry. He reports that Riel is-yery anxious 
about the amnesty, Grasshoppers are do- 
ing very little damage to the crops. The 
French and Indians are watching Riel very 
closely, and/are hourly expecting a message 
from the commander of the expedition, 
conveying instructions to take Riel prisoner, 
The Red River at the present time contains 
an average height of water, and flat-boats 
are constantly arriving at Pembina, laden 
with Government goods and lumber. At 
Fort Garry, the priests tell the people that 
the troops comprising the expedition will 
be recalled, and the inhabitants of the Ter- 
ritory will soon be convinced when they seo 
the proclamation of amnesty that both the 
Imperial and Canadian Governments lave 
approved of the action Riel has taken.”

A St. Louis paper of last Saturday has 
this account of a fatal case of hydrophobia, 
and the failure of the mad stone to give 
any relief : 

“Mr.” John Sawyers, a labourer in the 
North Missouri Railroad carshop, died 
yesterday morning of hydrophobia, As 
the facts connected with the unfortunate 
event possess a peculiar interest at this sea- 
son of the year, we give a brief narration 
of the circumstances connected with the 
case : 


“Sayers was 8 married man, thirty 
years of age, of a powerful frame, and un- 
til recently in very good health. On the 
24th of May a little poodle dog belonging 
to him was fighting with another dog, when 
he attempted to separate them. In doing 
so hisown dog bit him on the inside fleshy 
part of the hand, near the thumb. De- 
ceased felt some pain from the injury, and 
went to a man in St. Charles who had what 
is known as a ‘‘mad stone,” and it was ap- 
plied twice. The second time itis said to 
have adhered twenty minutes. 


* About twelve days ago Sayers accident- 
ally knocked the skin off the placo on the 
handwhere the cut had been, and soon 
afterwards felt an acute pain which exten- 
ded to the shoulder, The pain increased, 
and on Saturday he was obliged to quit. 
On Monday he went to Dr, Galleaher, and 
on Tuesday he said the pain had left his 
arm. His symptoms subsequently wero 
not altogether such as usually accompany 
hydrophobia, He was not violent or wild, 
but exhibited a deadly aversion to water. 
He could not drink it, but was able to take 
some wine. On Wednesday evening a 
change took place in his condition, and ho 
said he felt he was going to die.jfA med- 
ical gontlemen saw him at nino o'clock, but 
he thought there was no danger then. For 
aboutan hour or an hour and a half be- 
fore his death, Sayers talked in an excited 
and incoherent manner, 

«He died yesterday morning at half past 
two, and was buried in the afternoon. He 
leaves a wife and one child, The caso is a 
sad one, and illustrates the horrible dan- 
ger of adog bite in the summer season, 
and the necessity of taking proper meas- 
ures to prevent possible results when thore 
is any reason to believe the dog is mad, 
It further tonds to show that the virtues of 
the ‘ mad stone’ in which so many believe, 
furnish but a poor guaranty of cure, and 
if it helps to explode the humbug and lead 
people to resort tothe only safo measures, 
cutting out tho part and severe cauteriza- 
tion, it will not have been entirely barren 
of fruits.

ventative measures, tu ventilate sufficiently 
and use vinogar freely with their meat, and

THE BATILE OF SAARBRUCKEN.

The Unrecognized Dead 
(From the Philadelphia Ledger. ) 


Tho New York papers given an accountof 
agentleman from Williamsburg who on a 
visit to a sick friend in Jersey City was 
prostrated by the heat in New York, and 
being carried to a hospital died from tho 
effects of the sunstroke, Nothing having 
been discovered on his person to indentify 
him, he was, after the usual notice of an 
“unknown man,.”’ buried in the Potter's 
field, The friends of the deceased, after a 
long search, discovered these facts, but were 
unable to recoyerthe remains. Tho above 
incident shows the necessity of carrying tho 
meansof ready identifications on the person 
either by wearing marked clothing, or by 
having acard with tho full namo and ad- 
dress. In case of accident, tho injured per- 
son can then be at once restored to his home, 
and many hours of anxious waiting will be 
spared to friends.

Very Peculiar People 


An inquest held at Plumstead, England 
on the body of John Walton, developed the 
following facts: He was one of tho sect 
called the Peculiar People, and had been 
ailing for some time, and became seriously 
ill about a week before his death, when tho 
elders were called in, who laid hands on 
and anointed him. No doctor was called. 
Wine, it was stated, was given, and brandy, 
but no medicine. They gaye the stimulants 
to nourish the deceased, Abraham Andrews 
was called, and explained the views of the 
“Peculiar People,” and repeated that they 
wore bound to nourish the body with food, 
including wine and spirits; but medicine was 
a different thing altogether, and they did 
not believe in the doctors. 

‘The coroner asked him whether he would 
call a doctor if he broke his leg; and he said 
that while in the fold of Christ such a thing 
would not happen to him. His leg could 
only be broken through disobedience, and 
would be a sign of his being without the 
grace of God. ‘They did not despise medical 
men, believing they were of great use to 
those who were not walking in obedience; 
but those who possessed Christ considered 
that God would be their help in every time 
of need. Eventually the inquiry was ad- 
journed for a post mortem examination, to 
ascertain if the man’s life could have been 
saved by proper medical advice.

As the effeot of the new body is 
stated to bo very transient, the dose must be 
repeated in a lengthened operation.” 


An ill-starred excursion of the Sons of 
Temperance started from Patterson for 
Newburgh on Tuesday, and ‘during their 
passage upon the Hudson got out of water, 
while a mob of roughs wasted all the proy- 
isions, and threw huckleberry pie over the 
young women’s white dresses. The suffer- 
ings of the women and children were intol- 
erable, and scores of them fainted. A party 
with knives were hunting for Fairbanks, 
the manager of the excursion, who at firat 
defended himself with a revolver and after- 
ward fled and left his victims in their misery 
onboard. The Captain put for the wharf 
at Yonkers and watered the sufferers, many 
of whom were sick from drinking salt water 
from the river. The committee had sold 
tickets on a promise of taking but one thou- 
sand persons, and in their greed to get 
money had stuffed over two thousand on the 
boat. A complaint was made against them, 
and an officer from Yonkers was ready to 
arrest them if they had landed on the New 
York side for cleaning out a liquor saloon 
in that place.—N. Y, Sun.

The Crisis in Europe. 
From the reports to hand to-day evi- 


France, the result of which can scarcely 
be over estimated. France held a pe- 
culiar position. Many of the sources 
from which was expected moral if not 
material aid were uot influenced in the 
" promises held not by love of France, but 
on the contrary were actuated by policy, 
and these will not hesitate, in case of 
French defeat, to make a rapid and com- 
plete change of base. Already we have 
mutterings from Italy omnious in their 
character, and not less telling indications 
from Austria. Actuated by interest the 
hesitating powers will speedily declare 
themselves, and there’ need be no sur- 
prise if this one battler so exhibits to 
France her weakness as to induce her to 
suefor peace. The,ultramontane journals 
of Parisare already trembling for the por- 
sonal safety of the Pope which has been 
guaranteed by Italy. However much 
they despise, they fear the people, and 
assert it asan opinion that the Italian 
government could not, if she weuld, long 
maintain her present position. Spain 
may not be expected to increase in her 
attachment to French interests since the 
defeat of French troops, and the same 
may be said of Denmark to which the 
French do not hesitate to look for assis- 
tance, despite declarations of neutrality.

___ be surprised, therefore, if dating from the 
_ 7th August, 1870, France consents, 
however reluctantly, to assume a differ- 
ent position among, and consequently a 
different tone towards, the other nations 
of Europe. Everything in France de 
pends upon the temper of the people 
the Emperor, with the Prince Imperial. 
thrown in, amounts to but little in view 
of defeat. Between yictory and defeat; 
there isa wider difference in France 
than in any other country on the face of 
the globe; victory is glory, and all the 
Frenchman can apprehend as belonging to 
that term, while defeat is shame of the 
most humiliating character. 

It is quite possible the defeat of the 
French is over-ostimated, in which case 
the attitude of France and of other na- 
tions, would undoubtedly be different c 
but, assuming the worst, tho death-wail 
of Napoleon the Third may ere this have 
gone up in one prolonged agonizing 
shriek of despair.

iminal, and if he is the yictor he ig a mur- 
derer, and has forfeited his life to the laws 
ofhis country. In the case of nations there 
is no law to which the aggressor is amen- 
able, except the law of might, and if he is 
able to enlist that on his side he goes un- 
whipt of justice, but morally, the individnal 
who precipitates an unjust war }s tenfold 
more a murderer than he who strikes with 
the assassin’s Lnife ; and the age is fast 
coming to soregard him, The reason why 
the sympathies of all the free nations of 
the world are with Prussia in the present 
struggle is, not that men wish the aggran- 
dizement of Germany, | or because Prussia 
is a Protestant power, as a contemporay 
very absurdly puts it, but because France 
draws the sword without good cause, because 
she has picked a quarrel and forced a war 
upon a neighbor who was disposed to cul- 
tivate the arts of peace, because Napoleon 
was determined to kill men to gratify his 
own bad passions ; in a word, because he is 
amurderer, The world has made as great 
an advance, morally, in the matter of war 
since Waterloo, as it has in the engines and 
machinery of war. Time was when all 
Europe would rush to arms as a matter of 
course ; now statesmen look upon war as the 
dernier resort, to be declared only when all 
other means have failed, And it is only 
base and heartless men like Louis Napo- 
leon who regard their personal interests and 
ambitions as of more importance than the 
lives of other men, that think of war,other 
than in a spirit of dread and loathing, and 
the lesson which present appearances indi- 
cate that he is about to get, will be one 
which will not be thrown away upon him, 
or upon the world. No man can see what 
will be the result of the next battle, prob- 
ably the great battle of the war, The 
French will be fighting almost for national 
existence, and men. fighting desperately 
just in front of their own hearth-stones, but 
the Prussians will have the moral advantage 
of recent victory, and every man among 
them is nerved with a sense of fighting in 
the right. If victory rests upon the 
Prussian standards, and the chances are 
certainly in her favor, Napoleon will find 
no resting place till he gets behind the 
guns which are planted for the defence of 
Paris, and that he would find either rest or 
safety there is very doubtful. The most 
fickle, and when excited tho most brutal 
populace in the world, they would in all 
probability turn upon the Emperor as tho 
author of all their calamities. It would 
not be a very strange sight, when one re- 
members the history of Paris, to soo Na- 
poleon torn limb from limb by the mob ; 
and certainly whon one thinks of the coup 
de-tat and its rivers of blood, it would bo a 
poetic justice, which would stand aso 
warning for all time to all great criminals.

While, however, we cannot but regret that 
the Imperial Government have all along 
shown but a poor appreciation of the actual 
state of affairs at Red River, we must not 
forget that in pardoning Riel and his confed- 
erate scoundrels,their action has been regu- 
lated by ourown Government. The weight 
of the blame,therefore, must rest on Sir John 
A. Macdonald and his colleagues. In jus- 
tice to Sir John we must believe that his 
part in the affair has been sore against his 
will, but that in this, as in many other in- 
stance, he has had to bend to the stronger 
will of the plucky little Frenchman. 

It is true, Riel is not the first rebel who 
has been pardoned.

Paris must be the least desirable city 
in the World for a residence just now.— 
‘The gayest, and seemingly the happiest 
of capitals, when its mercurial population 
has nothing serious to think about, it is, 
not only the most uncomfortable, but 
really the most dangerous place imagin- 

able, when they have anything like a 
political crisis on hand. What would 
only require the swearing in of «a few 
‘special constables in London, would cre- 
ate a revolution in Paris, and a revolu- 
tion there means popular tumults, barri- 
eades, and wholesale murder. But the 
dangers to life and property from risings 
of the populace are not the only things 
to be dreaded at the present moment ; if 
that great battle, which is drawing so 
near, turns against France, her whole 
wmy will rash pell-mell behind the 
fortifications of Paris; and between a 
demoralised army and a frenzied populace 
* the quiet citizen will have anything but 
a pleasant time of it. But this is not all; 
if the French fly to Paris the Prussians 
will be after them in hot haste, and the 
best that can be hoped for, is the success- 
ful resistance of a siege. A city invested 
on all sides by a hostile army, in these 
days of long-range guns and mortars, 
would soon become too hot to hold any 
one who could get away. And to all 
this the probability that a quarter of a 
million of Prussian soldiers may within 
a few weeks be quartered upon the 
Parisians, and certainly that gay city 
presents anything but an inviting pros- 
pect for visitors this fall. It is no wond- 
er that Americans are taking their pass- 
ports as fast as they can get them.

France and Prussian Wars. 


‘In 1807 France was nt war with Prussia. 
In 1870—which embraces the same two 
figures reversed—there are again hostilities 
between them. In 1756 there was also war 
between the same powers, in which France 
sustained a severe defeat. Just fifty years 
after that event, 1805, Prussia was humili- 
ated, yes more than that, almost destroyed 
by the disastrous double battle Jena and 
Austerdat. In commenting upon that 
event the English ,historian Allison, whose 
sympathies were with Prusssa, says: “Such 
were tho disastrous battles of Jona and 
and Austerdat, which prostrated the 
strength of the Prussiun‘monarchy, and in 
one day effected that which all the might 
of Russia, Austria and France had been un- 
able to effect in the seven years war from 
1756 to 1763.” Curious enough, sixty years 
from that time, in 1866, Prussia was raised 
to the height of power by tho extraordinary 
results of the battle of Sadowa. 

In 1805 the Russian power received a 
crushing defeat in the great battle of 
Austerlitz—vyiz., the Emperors of France, 
Russia,and Austria. The forces of the latter 
were united, but four-fifths of those who 
participated in the struggle were Russians. 
A half century passed away, and in 1855 the 
French and Russians were contending for 
supremacy at Sebastopol, under Emperors of 
the same name as those who met in 1805. 

In 1809 the French were at war with the 
Austrians, and entered Viennain Triumph. 
In 1859, at the end of a half centennial 
period, the same countries were engaged in 
a deadly contest with even larger numbers 
Northern Italy In 1780 the first Napoleon 
had ceased, as First Consul, to hold the 
supreme authority in France. In 1849, fifty 
years after that,the third Napoleon had just 
been elected president of the same country.

Confidence 
in him is utterly destroyed. Rumours of 
fresh battles are flying around Paris, but 
no official news is received, The French 
are being most rapidly reinforced, and 
within « few days Paris will be almost de- 
nudod of young men. The popular devo- 
tion is for the country and not for dynasty, 
but everything looks to-day as if Orleanists 
or a republic would succeed the Empire. 
Paris, Aug. 11. 

Continuation of Thiers’ speech :—‘‘ He . 
knew a month ago that France was not pre- 
pared. Grave faults had been committed ; | 
still they must not take a brave man from 
before the enemy to answer to an accusa- 
tion.” The Chamber then proceeded to 
yote the re-establishment of a National 
Guard in all departments, and tomake pro- | 
visions for widows and orphans of the war. 
Tt was announced that all citizens over 21 
years, and having resided a year in one | 
place would be furnished with arms. The 
Minister of Interior said the moment 
the Senato passed the law for 
general armament, he telegraphed the fact 
to all prefects. Applause came from all 
sides. Count Polika announced tho arma- 
ment of Paris would be complete in eight 
days ; he expressed the fullest confidence 
in Marshal Bazaine and counted ona victory 
to effuce the traces of reverses.

Seventy-nine deputies voted 
for an immediate discussion of the proposal 
to increase the national guards and 170 for 
the postponement. A forced currency of 
Bank Notes is practically established, for a 
hundred franc note cannot be changed at a 
shop without paying a premium. The 
bank of France still professes to pay in 
specie, but gives only silver for notes. The 
run on the bank to-day was very severe and 
some persons were compelled to wait five 
hours for their turn. Seven millions in 
specie were paid out yesterday and to-day.

Srd. It shall summon all citizens to 
arms. 

4th. Every act tending to obstruct tho 
acts of the Committee shull be considered 
as a crime against the nation.” 

This was what brought on the violent 
scene in the Chamber, the result of which 
is already known. 

The strong minority of 58 for Jules 
Favre's plain proposal for revolution, was 
partly due to a knowledge that Ollivier 
would be succeeded by a purely personal 
and reactionary ministry. Personal con- 
flicts with ministers were not confined to 
tho Left. Cassagnac’s threat to shoot the 
deputies of the Left, was the signal for a 
general outbreak. There is no attempt to 
deny his words; they appear in tho official 
reportin this moderated form; ‘If I sat in 
the benches of the Government, you should 
all be handed over this morning to a court- 
inartial.' This official report adds that

An exchange says:—‘The theory appears to 
be growing stronger daily that the hea: less 
butchery was perpetrated by other hands 
than those of a professional cut-throat, and 
steps calculated to fasten the guilt where it 
rightly belongs, fortified by a chain of evi- 
dence that is necessary to be established in 
order to vindicate the anomalous charges 
that will be preferred, are being taken. 
The detectives have visited the house where 
the murder was committed and have ex- 
amined every stain, every spatter, noted 
the present position of everythiug—the 
body, the ‘dog,’ the drawer, the bed, the 
walls, the blood blotches on the stairs, and 
everything ‘in minutia’ and ‘in toto,’ and 
all conclude that a professional burglar 
would not have concealed his work of blood 
with such nicety, being a comparative 
stranger to the locality, as was really the 
fact in this case. Three characteristics are 
ascribed to the murderer by the authorities: 
great knowledge of the house, great despera- 
tion of determination, great cunning. The 
first enabled him to know that no noise 
would betray his acts. The second led him 
to exaggerate the violence he applied to his 
victim. The third explains the coolness 
and deliberation with which the traces were 
destroyed or put out of sight.’ The family 
and friends of the deceased, a rich money 
broker, have offered rewards amounting to 
£45,600 for the apprehension of the’murder- 
er, and the recovery of the stolen property. 


It is known that in large towns, ten 
thousand feet above the level of the sea,

Deatu oy Gen. Dovay at Weissenzoura. 
Panis, Aug. 11.—The Moniteur gives the 
following account of the death of Gen. 
Douay, at the battle of Weissenbourg: The 
General was, from the beginning, in the 
thickest of the fight. When he saw the day 
was lost, after ho had done all that he could 
to retrieve it—when not even a battalion 
was left him—he called his aids, ono, by 
one, gave them orders and sent them away. 
As soon asthe last one was gone, the Gen- 
eral spurring his horse, rode some distance 
to the front, dismounted, and taking o 
pistol from the holster, shot the animal, 
Then turning around, ho slowly walked 
towards theenemy. His soldiers yainly 
tried to stophim.

Its representatives have generally | 
cherished, or at least professed, a greater 
respect for popular rights and constitution- 
al theories of government than the elder 
line of the family, have ranged themselves 
among the liberal monarchists whose ambi- 
tion it isto accommodate obsolete titles and 
exploded political principles with the pro- 
gress of modern thoughts and an enlarged | 
of individual freedom. Since the 
time of Philippe, the fifth Duke of the house, 
the cousin of Louis XVI. and the father of 
Louis Philippe, the popular policy of the 
family has been marked. Duke Philippe, 
however, was only an ambitious demagoguo 
who assumed the name of Philip Equality 
during the storm of the Revolution, and 
disgusted even the most extreme Demo- 
crats by voting for the execution of his royal 
cousin. Louis Philippe, if nota great, was 
a woll-meaning king, under whom the French | 
people were upon the whole happier and 
freer than they have ever been since,except 
fora few months under the Republican 
regime of 1848. The Duke of Orleans, 
eldest son of Louis Philippe, who was killed 
during his father’s reign by being thrown 
from his carriage, was a young man of many 
personal virtues and accomplishmennts and 
great popularity, and a soldier of some dis- 
tinction. The present head of the family, 
the Count of Paris, is his only son by the 
estimable Louise Elizabeth of Duchess 
Helene Mecklenburg-Schwerin who died in 
exile near London in 1858.

The Count of Paris is now 33 years of 
age. He has traveled a great deal in various 
parts of the world, has given considerable 
attention to literature, publishing narratives 
of travel and essays on the politics and 
social customs of England (where he has his 
residence), and in the early part of our last 
war served with his younger brother, the 
Duke of Chartres, on the staff of Gen. Mc- 
Clellan in the Yorktown peninsula. Both 
the young Princes made a very favourable 
impression in America, The Count of Paris 
is married to a daughter of the Duke of 
Montpensier ; the Duke of Chartres to a 
daughter of Prince de Joinville. They both 
offered their services to Napoleon at the 
outbreak of the present war, but we believe 


they were not accepted. 

The principal other representatives of the 
Orleans family are the second, third, fourth, 
and fifth sons of Louis Philippe, uncles of 
the two young men just mentioned, The 
second son is the Duke of Nemours, 56 
years old ; under Louis Philippe he held 
several important military commands, es- 
pecially in the campaigns against Abd-el- 
Kader. He was chosen King of the Bel- 
gians in 1831, and was proposed for King 
of Greece, but his father would not permit 
him to accept either dignity. He is the 
father of Count d’Eu, the son-in-law and 
general of the Emperor of Brazil. The 
third son of Louis Philippe is the Prince 
de Joinville, 52 years old, in his father’s 
time anaval commander of repute, re- 
membered especially for his services in 
Mexico. The fourth is the Duke 
of Aumale, aged forty-two years, 
who served in Algeria under Bugeaud and 
Baraguey d’Hilliers, rose to be a Marshall 
of France, and had the glory at last of re- 
ceiving Abd-el-Kader’s surrender. The 
fifth son is the Duke of Montpensier, can- 
didate for the throne of Spain. Since 1848, 
all the family except the last named have 
lived in England, All except Montpensier 
have dabbled more or less in literature, all 
have led reputable lives, so far as the world 
at large is informed, and all are so well pro- 
vided with offspring that, if fortune should 
restore them to the Tuilleries, France need 
be under no apprehension of the dynasty’s 
ever dying out.—New York Tribune.

The police, 
led by their officers, under orders of the 
Commissary of Police, arrested immediate- 
ly thoringleader and four accomplices. The 
_ population co-operated, and, full of enthu- 
siasm, proceeded of their own accord to 
make other arrests. The guns taken from 
the fireman have been retaken. Tho wea- 
pons abandoned by the insurgents were 
also seized, and a call to arms having been 
spontaneously made in the quarter. A 
goodly number of National Guards were 
got together, who, with the aid of citizens, 
contributed towards the re-establishment of 
order. A squadron and company of tho 
Guard of Paris, which immediately arrived, 
wero hailed with warm acclamations. Tho 
sergeants-de-villo also received applause, 
merited by their courage. The commis- 
sary and agents of the police made great 
efforts to protect from public indignation 
the individuals under arrest. They num- 
ber about fifty. They were imprisoned in 
the depot of the Prefecture during the 
evening.

Paris, Aug. 15. 

The Sous Prefect telegraphs to the Minis- 
of the Interior from Toul, Aug, 14. at7

Some Prussians were noticed near this 
town about two this afternoon. A recon- 
noisance was made by gensd’arms and caval- 
ry,who came upon 200 Uhlans. Shots were 
exchanged. The gensd’armes killed one 
and wounded two of the enemy. The lat- 
ter summoned the town to surrender, but re- 
ceived a defiant refusal and retired. The 
attitude of the populace is excellent. Tho 
members of the Mobile and National Guards 
hastened to the ramparts. 

An official despatch states that the corps 
of Generals L’Admirault and De Joyen were 
engaged in the contest at Metz yesterday. 
Marshal Bazaine was present. The enemy 
was repulsed after four hours fighting. The 
troops are in fine spirits. 

The details of the battle have not been 
received, but the first reports received last 
night of its favourable result created an im- 
mense sensation. Crowds went to the office 
of the Minister of the Interior,and demand- 
ed the particulars of the fight. All night, 
masses of people marched through the Boule- 
vards and principal streets, shouting joy- 
fully. 

‘The Emperor and Prince Imperial arrived 
at Verdun. 

Advices from the Rhine indicated that 
the enemy does not really intend to lay 
siege to Strasbourg, but merely to cut off 
its communications. For this purpose they 
blew up the bridges and railways to Dalso. 

It is thought the surrounding forces of the 
onemy are inconsiderable in number.

TO-DAY’S REPORT. 


New York, Aug. 16. 
The World's correspondent in London, 
last night, telegraphs that he learns from 
Paris that the health of the Empress as well 
as that of the Emperor is bad, There is 
immense popular excitement in Paris and 
great difficulty incontrolling the population, 
impressed as it is with the belief that the 
Government is responsible for the disastrous 
condition of affairs ; also that he has it on 
the best authority from Brussels that the 
whole Belgian army is moving to the fron- 
tiers of Holland and Dutch Luxembourg. 
It is supposed that the neutrality of both 
these states is threatened by Prussia. The 
Belgians have voted an appropriation of 
twenty millions of francs to fortify Ant- 
werp immediately and Belgian artillery are 
experimenting with a newly invented 
mitrailleuse. The position of the French is 
most critical and it is doubted if they can 
retrieve themselves, the Prussian army is 
believed to be a million strong.

Tho Sub-Porfect of Verdun telegraphs as 
follows to tho Minister of the Interior :— 
Verpun, August 16, 6.a,m.—No nows from 
Mets.

All day yesterday tho roar of cannon was 
heard betwoon Metszand Verdun, Persons who 
reached here from that direction say a great 
baltlo was fought, opening at day break, and 
that the Prussians lost more than 40, 000 men 
in the combat, and were completely defeated. 
During yesterday morning, at the oxtromity 
of my arrondissement, 28 kilometers from the 
fortifications of Verdun, the enomy had been 
seon directing his retreat to the south, 


Though this intelligence was transmitted by 
authority, the Government has not yet boon 
able to verify it, and it is given to the publio 
under reserve by the Minister of the Interior, 

The Moniteur says during the battle on 
Sunday Marshal Bazaine had in position a 
masked battery of Mitraillours ; fourregi- 
ments of the Prussian Royal guard approach- 
ing, the batteries were unmasked, and two 
of the regiments completely annihilated.

Paris. It appears by yesterday's conflicting 
telegrams,) that, the recent battles 
have been fought between the French 
troops making retrograde marches, 
and the Prussian right wing, in front, or to 
the west of thom. Compounding the news 
of the week, it seems quite clear that the 
Germans, at the béginning of the week, 
dealing with his left stunning blow to 
Marshal McMahon at the extreme South 
end of his advance Jine, had then really 
began, and was well forward with his cen- 
tre and right on the bee-line.

The Toronto Z'elegraph, under the war- 
rant of afew ambiguous sentences in

politics. For acouple of weeks the T'ele- 
graph was jubilant over the discovery, 
and indulged in more than their usual ex- 
trayagant rhetoric, evidently over-joyed 
to believe themselves in possession of the 
means of compelling the great Liberal 
organ to notice their puerile vaporings ; 
but in this, as in all previous efforts, it 
has failed, and now seeks to cover its 
ignomenions retreat, by extracts from the 
Hamilton Times, which it takes the 
liberty of quoting as the grit par excellance 
of all Ontario—the favored disciple that 
sits at the right hand of Gamaliel. Un- 
fortunately for the Telegraph it faile heve 
also, for it is well known that the Z'imey 
has been, in its political course, about as 
erratic}as the Telegraph could hopeto have 
ull Liberal Organs, and much more #0 
than has been consistent with persistent 
party tactics. That the Z'imes would not 
object to a union between the strong 
party of Ontario and the strong party of 
Quebec is quite plain; but the Z'imes in 
this differs about as widely from the other 
Liberal Journals of Canada as it has been 
in the habit of doing on other important 
questions touching Liberal policy, so that 
its position can in nd way compromise-the 
party with which it happens just now to 
be allied. The Liberals of Ontario have 
professed to haye a policy; they seck 
to conserve the interests of the country 
from motives that haye not actuated tho 
Blues of Quebeo, and how the Times or 
any other Liberal, could concent to a 
course that must ignore distinctive princi 
ples, and resort to « miserable subterfuge 
for « doubtful good isnot apparent. ‘The 
Globe has made no such proposition, and

Will there be fought hero the decisive bat- 
tle of this war / Wedoubt it, We think it 
more than likely that, as with Strasbourg 
and Metz,so here the Prussians will first cut 
the rail and telegraph lines between Chalons 
and Paris with their daring outriders, a 
strong body will again, as at Metz, threat- 
the outworks, but we think as before the 
German King with his splendid army will 
“go for Paris.” And again there may be 
the frictional combat of the wings—the 
French retreating to cover Paris, and the 
Prussians troubling them. 

The thing is of course speculative, but if 
we get once a clue to Baron Von Moltke's 
plans at the outset, we feel quite sure they 
will be found to be consistent throughout, 
We believe in his ‘bee lino.” As yet, in 
the mist, this cannot be certainly made 
out; to our present comprehension it 
means on to Paris—straight without halt 
or hesitation,—and as fast as young Ger- 
many can be drawn after, to make good the 
ground obtained, One million of men, 
with Von Moltke as Engineer, and Big- 
mark for decision and resolution, and the 
Crown Prince for right arm have passtd 
over the river defences of the Kast, as well 
as by its impregnable fortifications with 
hardly a serious battle, and with a speed 
that almost takes away the breath.

tho works, which after a dotailed statement 
of the damage dono by tho high water of 
last Spring to the Trent slides, &c., stated 
that $60,000 would be required to restore 
them to the condition in which they were 
in the Fall of 1869, But that about $11,000 
would make tho repairs and changes neces- 
sary for the successful running of single 
sticks of square timber and saw logs. 

After a tull discussion of the report it 
was moved by M, Boyd, Esq., seconded by 
W. A. Scott, Esq., and resolved—That tho 
manufacture of square timber being now 
reduced to so small a quantity it is not ad- 
visable to expend the large sum of money 
that would be required to reconstruct the 
Trent slides for the running of cribs of tim- 
ber even if obtainable. 

Moved by W, A, Scott, Esq., seconded 
by M. Boyd, Esq., and resolyed—That it 
is expedient, if the means can be obtained, 
to renew the works to such an extent as will 
admit of the running of single sticks of 
square timber and saw logs, the cost of said 
reconstruction being estimated at under 
$11,000, ond that tho funds required be 
raised as follows:—Ist. By the appropria- 
tion of the funds now in the hands of the 
Trust. 2nd. By application to the Proyin- 
cial Government for aid, And 8rd. By 
assessment on the parties in tho habit of 
using the works. Such assessment to be 
repaid to them as soon as possible by re- 
mission of slide dues upon their timber and 
saw logs, except so far as is necessary to 
keep up the works, 

Moved by M. Boyd, Esq., seconded by 
George Hillierd, Esq., and resolyed—That 
a general meeting of the licentiates of tim- 
ber berths and all engagedin the manufac- 
ture of square timber and sawn lumber in 
the Province of Ontario be called, and that 
A.H. Campbell, G, Hilliard, W. A. Scott, 
and A. Smith, Esquires,be a committee for 
the purpose of taking the neccessary mea- 
sures for convening ype same »t Peterboro, 
on Tuesday the first day of November next. 

Mr. Cumming then read a copy of a let- 
ter dated August 6, 1870, addressed by him, 
as chairman of the Trent slides committee 
to the Hon. Commissioner of Public Works, 
containing his report on the present condi- 
tion of the Trent slides, dams, piers, booms, 
&c., and a request that in making the neces- 
sary repairs for the running of single sticks 
of square timber and saw lows they be al- 
lowed to use any useless material that may 
be on hand in connection with, or belong- 
ing to the works destroyed last Spring. 

Moved by W. A. Scott, seconded by M. 
Boyd, and resolved—That this meeting, 
having just heard Mr. Cumming’s letter 
and report of August 6, 1870, to the Hon. 
Commissioner of Public Works, do cordial- 
ly endorse and approve the contents there- 
of. 

It being moved that Mr. Cumming do 
leave the chair'and that Mr. Boyd do take 
it—W. A. Scott, Esq., moved, seconded by 
Mr. Ludgate, Esq., that a voto of thanks 
be given to Mr, Cumming forhis able con- 
duct in the chair, and also for the good man- 
agement he has exercised inthe conduct+ 
ing of the Trent slides, which has been the 
means of keeping them in so efficient a state 
for so long a period and up to the time of 
their destruction by the oxtraordinary 
froshet of last Spring. Com.

Details of Macmahon's Defeat. 
HAND TO HAND

What has really happonodl ia 
in perfect accord with what I have foreshad- 
owed more than once. The design of the 
German suthoritios, as I gathered from 
Prussian officers of high position, was first 
to prevent Germany from being made the 
theater of slaughter, und second, to attack 
the French army in three places simultane- 
ously. The programme has been carried 
out so far as the right and left flanks of the 
French are concerned, but it remaing for 
German center to adyance against that of 
the enemy. This advance is necessarily 
delayed until the result of the flank move 
Now that MacMa- 
hon and Frossard have both suffered severo 
defeat, a general engagement is imminent, 
During the whole of to-day the arrival of 
dispatches announcing that a great battle is 
in progress or has ended, have been looked 
forward to with feverish impatience. It is 
evening, yet no tidings haye come, 

‘Though the combat at Weissenburg and 
Worth is regarded as minor engagements, 
yet they are in reality of the highest im- 
portance. The earliest official dispatches 
underestimated the magnitude and extent 
of the victory. Instead of a few hundred 
prisoners having been captured at Weissen 
burg, their number amounts to nearly 2,000, 
Both struggles were stubborn. Tho French 
soldiers stood their ground well, Their 
rifles proved terribly destructive. It was 
downright hard fighting which enabled the 
Germans to claim the honors of the day. A 
wounded French prisoner avowed in my 
hearing that his countrymen could not with- 
stand the weight of the German attack, 
The fight being one not of bullets only, but 
of bayonets also, it was decided at last by 
the actual strength of the respectiye’com- 
batants. Physically the German soldiers, 
on the average, are heavier men than or- 
dinary, The French supposed that} the 
new weapons would al‘er warfare—that the 
old style hand-to-hand combats were cbso- 
lete, This engagement proved otherwise, 

‘The Zovayes did what they could to 
check the advance of regiments by pouring 
in volleys from a concealed position, They 
had posted theinselves in pits dug for the 
purpose. Not until the advancing regi- 
ments suffered from this concealed fire did 
the German soldiers know that their pro- 
gress was to be contested. They saw no 
sign of troops in their front. Such an 
ordeal as this tested the stuff of which these 
men were made. They bore themselves 
with extraordinary valor. Men were struck 
down by hundreds, yet the regiments never 
wavered. The Zouaves were driven from 
their places of concealment, and the ground 
they had occupied was won by their oppon- 
ents, 

‘The exact details are not forthcoming. 
It is impossible to learn, even approximate: 
ly how many fell, but it is quite certain that 
the German has been proportionately en- 
ormous. By day and night the wounded 
have been arriving here. This afternoon 
all the beds in the hospitals are: occupied; 
these contain about 1,000 men. ‘The field 
hospitals are also full. Hundreds of 
wounded men were sent on to Frankfort, 
where there is accommodation for 5,000, 
Long series of stretchers on which lie wound- 
ed soldiers and cfficers, are passing through 
the streets to-day. So great is the number 
of the wounded that the arrangements made 
proved insufficient, and there were instances 
where men laid’24 hours on the field be- 
fore being discovered. A private dispatch 
from a military surgeon confirms this infor- 
mation. 

‘The latest statements from the field 
where MacMahon’s army was so thoroughly 
beaten, say that while the victory was 
complete, and the numberof prisoners taken 
amounts to 6,000, the losses on both sides 
were enormous, These losses can be ill 
afforded by the French. For them to re- 
place those who are killed, wounded or 
missing, is hardly possible. The Germans, 
onthe other hand, can fill up all their 
blanks in the course of a few hours, ‘They 
have a superabundance of trained soldiers 
ready to join their regiments at a moment's 
notice. Should the Germans be defeated 
in ageneral engagement, they would be 
ready in the course of a week to fight again, 
A movement is in progress which will 
greately strengthen the army now encamp- 
ed on French soil, An addition of 200,000 
men will soon be ready.

Until full and detailed reports are before 
us, which can only be the result of an ela- 
borate collection of opinions from the grow- 
ors themselves, we anticipate something 
like an average yield of wheat, as the due 
effect of a glorious season upon a defective 
plant. And when we say ‘‘an average,” 
we mean so—the term signifying a moder- 
ate crop, half way between the full yield of 
some years, and the failing produce of 
others, and not the very nice crop, just 
short of being excessive, which some farm- 
ers call an ‘‘average.”

quality. ‘As Italy, Spain, Belgium, Hol- 
land, North and South Germany, Poland, 
the Danubian Provinces, and Russia have 
also suffered, though in varying degrees, 
fromthe same causes which have afflicted 
England and France, itis not surprising 
that ill reports of the harvest arrive from 
those conntries. And when in the face of 
an euntrit European deficiency we receive 
the official estimate of a short wheat crop 
in the United States, we take for granted 
that our home farmers should be in no hur- 
ry to market their new wheat for prices 
must inevitably rise. 

The U. S. Department of Agriculture ‘esti- 
mates the Wheat harvest at 210,000,000 bush 
els, being 48,000,000 less than last year. The 
promise of Indian Corn in the West is the best?

Such a 
succession of casualities from tire has not 
occurred in years, if ever before in Cana-

graphic picture of the destruction of 
Acadian villages that occured about fifty 
years ago, near Shadiac, in New Bruns- 
wick. Then as now, the destroyer came 
on the wings of the wind, scattering dis- 
may and death on every hand. Panic- 
stricken the poor creatures with their 
domestic animals rushed to the water, 
and even that potent element was insuf- 
ficient to save them. They were pros- 
trated by heat and smoke while covered 
with water to their neck. 

The infliction in this case is a dreadful 
one, and will doubtless call for public or 
private charity. The half cannot be 
told. Fences must be swept away, tim- 
ber destroyed, orchards and ornamental 
trees ruined, and the evidences of civili- 
zation and thrift well-nigh obliterated. 
The report to-day says the panic in Ot- 
tawa, although somewhat abated, is still 
very great. Shops were yesterday clos- 
ed, andthe people gone to fight fire, or 
assist the distreseed. The waters of the 
Rideau were caused to overflow at the 
west end of the city, and danger some- 
what averted from that quarter; but 
still the utmost vigilance is being exer- 
cised. Let us hope the worst is past.

The battle occurred at Borny, four kilo- 
metres from Metz, and not at Longeville, 
ashas been stated. The battle occurred 
on Sunday. Half our army, which was 
about 200,000 strong, were passing the 
Moselle at that place on the bridge. 

The Prussians made a mistake, and at- 
tacked about an hour too soon. The corps 
ofGenorals L’Admirault and Deccan were 
able to face the enemy in about an 
hour after the time the first attack was 
made. 

The Prussians had evidently a plan of the 
fortifications of Metz, but which apparent- 
ly did not contain any indication of Fort 
Oyeutin, for in attempting to avoid Fort 
St. Julien, they marched directly towards 
Fort Oveutin, which, when they came 
within easy range, opened a very destruc- 
tive fre on them. In their confusion the 
Prussians retreated and came within rango 

of the guns of Fort St. Julien, which also 
opened fire, increasing the loss of the ene- 
my. 

The Prussians theu attacked another 
pointof our position, which was defended 
by only one regiment of infantry and a 
masked battery of mitrailleuse. The lat- 
ter immediately uncovered and made 
great havoc in the ranks of the Prus- 
asians. 

Firing ceased at half-past seven in the 
evening, haying lasted from four o'clock. 

We had about 1,000 killed, and perhaps as 
many wounded. 

The Prussians sent a flag of truce, de- 
manding an armistice for the purpose of 
burying the dead, They admitted the loss 
of 8,000 killed. An armistico was refused. 

Tn this battle the first corps of Prussians 
was commanded by Gen. Manteuffell, and 
the seventh corps by Count Zasbrow. They 
had 50,000 infantry, 33,000 cavalry and 96 
guns,

The Shanghae News Letter, the only

T. Meadows, the American Consul, was the 
only one who seemed to view the whole 
affair with unconcern. This fellow Mead- 
ows is an Englishman, and is Consul for the 
United States, Holland and Denmark, 
without salary from either, but holds the 
sinecure position of Superintendent of 
Changhow’s arsenal.

Mr. Halstead writes front Paris to the 
Cincinnati Commercial ; 

I was not lion hunting, but@ accidentally 
run against one of the largest proportions 

a lion just from Africa, too. Theard a 
man exclaim inthe crowd: ‘ Why, there 
is MoMahon..” And gure enough there was 
the most celobrated of living French Gene- 
rals, tho best personification of the French 
soldier, the hope of the French army in the 
struggle at hand, anda great popular favo- 
rite. He had, as I seen by the papers this 
morning, spent a large portion of the day 
with the Emperor. Parisians have for 
some daysthought that he was with his corps 
near Strasburg, and his departure isan event. 
He was calle! from Algiers the moment 
that there was signs of the imminent out- 
break of war. He was in citizen's dress 
last night, and with three gentlemen like- 
wise dressed as civilians, but the group— 
the Marshal was acompanied by some of 
his stafl—was aftr all thoroughly military 
in appearance, 

They were enjoying themselves with the 
pretense of being plain people, but thei: 
faces and bearing, every feature and move- 
ment, indicated their profession. McMa- 
hon wore a now silk hat, and its especial 
gloss was all that made him prominent in 
thecrowd. His hairis white—a soft bril- 
liant white—and cut close, and his mous- 
tache is also white—as white as Fernando 
Wood's, but not half so large. He is said 
not to be an imperialist, and so small a cir- 
cumstance as he does not wear his beard in 
the fashion of the Emperor, gives confirma- 
tion to the report.

In 
spite of his white hairs he has not the ap- 
pearance of advanced years, His eye, 
complexion, and carriage indicate that he 
is in the prime of life. His face is a healthy 
scarlet, the sun of Africa being responsible, 
I suppose, chiefly, for the brilliancy of the 
bronze of his cheeks. His features are not 
grand, but are refined, his nose is almost 
delicate in its fine outline and sharpness, 
and his mouth is sad rather than severe. 
You can see this expression of sadness— 
there is something that touches the pathetic 
in it—in the pictures of him that 
will now appear everywhere, and which are 
becoming as plentiful here as those of the 
Emperor, whose abounding photographs are 
one of the troubles of the times, Me- 
Mahon’s eye is a little sunken, and a light 
blue, I think, with a cheery, intelligent 
sparkle in it (that I am sure of); and in his 
walk he is quick, and in gesture rather de- 
liberate for a Frenchman. Not many per- 
sons seemed to recognize him, and he paid 
no attention to those who did and were 
staring at him with evident curiosity, nor 
was there anything in his manner to show 
consciousness that he was observed. Two 
or three times was the cry. ‘ Vive Mac- 
Mahon,” but he gave no sound of hearing it. 
There was not the slightest symptom of that 
look of ‘‘the hardened despot” in which 
people who are unduly sensible of impor- 
tance and fame,or of celebrity of some sort, 
so often disguise themselves.

DEMONSTRATIONS OF PRUSSIAN CAVALRY— 
HORRORS OF THE BATT“ES ON THE VOSGES, 


Motz, Aug. 10-—10 p.m, 
Artived here from Nancy at 9 last right. 
Tinpossible to get a room till half-past 10 ; 
then only a camp bed, for which I am pay- 
ing 15 francs a night, and glad to get it. I 
wrote you from Nancy. . Did you get my. 
letter? A young man from Bovlay reached 
the hotel at ihe same time as I dil, He 
tells me the Prussians cre continually re- 
connoitering in vhis vicinity, and are not 
in the least interfered with, Yesterday 
five Uhlans (Lancers) came into Bovlay, 
They compelled the peasants to harness 
their horses to six great waggon loads of 
fodder on the market-place, and conduct 
themselves to the Prussiaa camp.

A New ciux to tHe NavHan Murper,

A Montreal paper boasts that a shipping 
firm in thatcity owns tho largost fleot of 
steamships held by any one company in the 
world, ‘Tho subject is one in which wo 
have no interest, but asillustrating what wo 
are suffering under our own unwise navaga- 
tion laws,it becomes of consequence. ‘The 
Canadian Allan line, now grown into such 
stupendous dimensions, has attained its 
present development precisely during the 
yeriod when our own commercial marine has 
een steadily waning. It has grown jast in 
srovortion as our own has dissappeared, 
it has a regular weekly mail line of first- 
class steamors to Liverpool. It possesses, 
als,a freight lino to Glasgow and Liverpool, 
Monivreal is their point of departure, and 
from that port other lines depart periodi- 
cally for London or the Continent. An ex- 
periment isalso being mado from the same 
place in tho Tediverranean trade 
with steamers, These important facts 
should be generally disseminated through- 
out the country, They speak more 
forcibly than a thousand argumenis 
They establish the fact, now almost un- 
heeded, that a great maritime nation is 
growing up at our own doors. They show 
that while we are standing impassively, 
with ovr arms folded, a neighbouring coun- 
try having in no comparison sach natural or 
artificial advantages as ourselves, is quietly 
but not gradually building up a irade which 
should be all our own. It is for this pur- 
pose alone that we call special atvention to 
ic, We caanot affect any longer indiffer- 
ence, unless, we would allow our chances 
entirely to slip away.

m our country that theso Turcos are not 
negroes, but Arabs, Moors, Algerines. 
There has been a notion of depriving black 
men of their desperate exploits, 

The truth is that the majority of them 
aro not negroes, but many of them are. I 
have seen dozens and scores of them with 
those Strangely marked negro features of 
which it is now necessary for politicians in 
America to speak with such profound re- 
spect. Some of them are a shade blacker 
than the blackest black man I have seen in 
our happy country. A tarred stick would 
make a white mark on some of them. There 
are Arabs too, and Frenchmen and theshades 
of color are #0 fine and so various that it is 
puzzling sometimes to tell the Africanized 
Frenchman from the Frenchified African. 
All wearthe Zouave dress, including the 
red cap and tassel, andthe sun, when it 
has fair play, has & powerful influence in 
harmonizing complexions. Great confidence — 
ig expressed in the Turcos as fighters, In 
stature and strength they are a good deal 
above the average of the French army. 
“The colored troops fought nobly,” it will 
be recollected, was often officially certified 
in the American war, and it will be worth 
remembering when the deeds of valor of the 
Turcos are recorded that » full share of 
them must be attributed to full-blooded 
black men. Much is said of the activity of 
these troops, and the tall fellows walk as if 
they had the strength and agility of tigers, 
Their calves would grace an English foot- 
man and they pick up their feet as if they 
were never in the way. The Strasburgers 
are a little shy of these sons of the desert, 
but they indicate amiability of temper. 
Half a dozen stopped two nurse girls on the 
street and made love to the babies they had 
in charge.

covered by the Prussian reserves, and in- 
terminable lines of soldiers were — steadily 
marching onward, disappearing into the 
Village,and emerging on the other side of it 
with flaming volleys. 
THIS SECOND BATTLE-PIZLD 
was less extensive that the first, and bro't 
the opposing forces into fearfully close 
quarters. The peculiarity of it is that it 
consists of two hights, intersected by a 
deep ravine. This woody ravine is over 
100 feet deep and at the top some 300 yards 
wide, The side of the chasm next to Grave- 
lotte, where the Prussians stood, is much 
lower than the other side, which gradually 
ascends to a great hight, From their com- 
manding eminence the French held their 
enemies fairly beneath them, and poured 
upon them scorching fire. The French 
guns were in position far up by the Metz 
road, hidden and covered among the trees. 
There was not an instant’s cessation of the 
roar, Easily distinguishable amid all was 
the curious grunting roll of the Mitrailleuse. 
The Prussian artillery was posted to the 
north and south of the village, the guns on 
the latter side being necessarily raised for 
an awkward half vertical fire. 


THE CARNAGE. 


The French stood their ground and died 
—the Prussians stood their ground and 
died—both by hundreds, I had almost said 
thousands. is, for an hour or two that 
seemed ages, so constant was the slaughter. 

The hill where I stood commanded chiefly 
the conflict behind the village and to the 
south of it. The Prussian reinforcements, 
comin: on their right, filed out of the 
Bois des Ognons; and it was at the point as 
they marched on to the field that one could 
perhaps get the best idea of the magnitude 
of this invading army now in the heart of 
France. There was no break whatever for 
four hours in the march of men out of that 
wood. It seemed almost as if all the killed 
and wounded revived and came back and 
marched fourth again. Birnam Wood ad- 
yancing to Dunsinane Hill was not a more 
ominous sight to Macbeth than these men 
of Gen. Goeben’s army to Bazaine, shielded 
as they were by the woods till they were 
within range and reach of their ene- 
mies’ guns.

The account of this battle, which we 
give in part to-day, and the balance to- 
morrow, was telegraphed from London 
te New York, for the Z'ribune ata cost

Seen’ at a 
distance, through a powerful glass, the 
brigade was a huge serpent bending with 
the undulation of the field. But it left a 
dark track behind it, and the glass resolved 
the dark track intofalling dying and dead 
men. As the horrid significance of that 
path, so traced, came upon me, I gazed on 
more intently, Many of those who had 
fallen leaped Up again, and ran forward a 
little way, striving still to go on with their 
comrades. Of those who went backward 
instead of forward there were few, though 
many fell as they painfully endeavored to 
so the advance. ;

half an hour afterward great numbers of 
troops began to march over the hill where 
I was standing, and moved forward toward 
the field where so hard a struggle had been 
so long protracted.

Here was another example 
of the moral effect that may be and so often 
is exerted in battle by. masses of mon whose 
presonce is known tothe enemy, but who 
may not fire a shot in the actual conflict. 
From their line of march, it is clear that 
the divisions were finally posted a little in 
the rear and on the left of the Prussian 
center at the time when the attacks so 
long directed against the key of the French 
lines had pndbea- in fact has failed for the 
timo, It was possible that tho French hay- 
ing suffered far loss in holding their ground 
than the Prussians in attacking, might have 
advanced in their turn and have undertak- 
on a vigorous offensive movement.

That which distinguishes British Institutions 
from Absolutism on the one hand and Repub- 
licanism on the other—Responsible Govern- 
ment—was secured for Canada by the labors of 
this party, and it shall ever be our effort to 
perpetuate and Consolidate British Connection 
with this country. .

Ifhe had been, the Board 
would have disregarded the wishes 
of the majority of the 
and we should have heard of other res- 
ignations. Dr. Geikie is a good lecturer 
and an able man, but his personal squab- 
bles with his colleagues are not matters 
of public interest. 
As tothe school itself, the author- 
ities have been very fortunate in secur- 
ing the assistance of Dr. Malloch and 
Dr. Mullen, who have been carrying on 
for some years a “Summer School” ut 
Hamilton, and who have established a 
reputation as learned and successful tea- 
chers. On the whole, the school will 
open this fall with a larger and more 
efficient staff of teachers than it has had 
for some yeurs. 
The following are the letters of resigna- 
tin of Dr, Rolph and Dr, Geikie :—

Rey. Srm,—I have the honour to request 
you to lay before the University Board my

In consequence of my recommendations 
to the Board having been unheeded, and 
the Department haying been re-organized 
in a manner entirely unsatisfactory to me, 
and three of its most valuable members 
having seceded, I feel that I can no longer, 
with justice either to myself or the College, 
continue to preside over it. 
Tam aware that the feeling in favour of 
the introduction of the sectarian element is 
very strong in the Board, and I feel that it 
would be impossible to conduct an Institu- 
tion upon such principles with success.

_ act under Dr. Rolph’s directions when he 
was in town, and do the duties of the 
office when he was out of the city, which, 
ow that he is so feeble, is very frequent- 
ly. At the same time the Board de- 
cided that Dr. Rolph should not ‘be dis- 
turbed in the enjoyment of his office, and 
that all its emoluments should be 
continued to him for the rest of 
his life. A more graceful or generous 
acknowledgement of his services could 
not have been made by the Board, and it 
was hoped that the appointment of Dr. 

Canniff as his assistant, would have been 

gratifying to him, as he and influential 

members of his family had often said to 

Dr. Canniff, that it was their wish that 

he should succeed to the office on Dr. 

Rolph’s retirement. The Board even 

went ont of their usual course to oblige 

the Dean. At his request they appoint- 

ed his son a professor after only one 
year’s trial as a lecturer, whereas the 
usual rule is to require two years. 

Tt may seem incredible that Dr. Rolph 
should take umbrage at the course pur- 
sued by the Board, but he appears to 
have done so, and has resigned. Like 
many another great man he is annoyed 
that others should see in his old age evi- 
dences of failing powers which he was un- 
able to recognize himself. 

As tothe charge of “ sectarianism,” 
it has not the shadow of a foundation. 
It is true Dr. Canniff, whom the Board 
appointed sub-Dean is a Methodist, but 
he was appointed at the earnest request 
of the majority of his colleagues, only 
one of whom is an adherent of that 
Church. The medical staff, as it stood

The Way to Paris. 

Ifthe Crown Prince of Prussia enters 
Paris with his army, as he now threaten to 
do, it will be the third time since the open- 
ing of the century that a foreign army will 
be seen in the streets of the French capital. 
But Paris, though often menaced, has not 
been frequently taken. In 451 it was 
threatened by Atilla and his Sons, but the 
dreadful slaughter of Chalons-sur-Marne, 
and the interposition of St. Genevive sayed 
it. It was again threatened in 732 by the 
Saracens, but was again saved by the great 
victory won at Tours by Charles Martel, 
when the tide of Mohammedan conquest 
from the south was forever stayed by the 
complete destruction of the infidel host and 
the death of its leader, Abd-el Rahman. 
In 418 Paris was ravaged by the North- 
men ; and attacked by the same restless 
foes unsuccessfully in 8156, 855 and 885. 
In the last named year they were defeated 
by Count Eudes and Bishop Goslin after 
haying beseiged the city thirteen months. 
It was occupied by the English in 1418, who 
retained possession till 1436, Henry IV. 
haying been crowned there King of England 
and France in 1422. On the 30th of March 
1814, the Allies entered Paris ; and in the 
following year,after Waterloo, they again 
entered it, this time without opposition. 
It isa little singular that the English or the 
Prussians haye led each successful foreign 
attack on the French capital during a period 
of a thousand years.

The country people are now beginning to 
second the French scouts in giving the pre- 
cise information of the movements of the 
enemy.

A private party who had purchased 300,-
